Wednesday was the fifty-third an­ 
niv ersary o f the entrance o f Samu el 
€ . Eells into the banking bu siness. 
On that day Dixo n's v eteran banker 
co mpleted a reco rd 
fo r 
co ntinu o u s 
wo rk which is remarkable, and is 
no t equ alled by any banker in this 
part o f the state. 
It was in 1854 that Mr. Eells came 
to Dixo n and entered the emplo y o f 
Ro bertso n, E astm an & Co ., bankers, 
as an acco u ntant. 
At 
that 
time 
th e re were abo u t 200 inhabitants in 
th e flo u rishing v illage and there was 
no railro ad co mmu nicatio n with the 
o u t w i t wo rld 
In 1855 Mr. Eastman 
withdrew fro m the co mpany and Mr. 
Eells stepped into his place 
as 
a 
m em ber o f the firm, which assu med 
th e firm nam e o f Ro bertso n, Eells & 
Co . 
0 
in 1859 ano ther change was made, 
and the bu siness was hencefo rth car­ 
ried o n u nder the firm name o f Eells 
& Co leman u ntil 1865, when 
they 
helped to o rganize the Dee Co u nty 
Natio nal bank, o f which Jo seph Craw­ 
fo rd was president, Mr. Eells was 
cashier and Jo hn Co leman was as­ 
sis tant cashier. 
Organized City National. 
Mr. Eells held that po sitio n u ntil 
t h e charter o f the bank expired in 
1 ss5, at which t im e the City Natio nal 
hank was o rganized with the s am e 
list o f o fficers that had made the 
o ld bank so su ccessfu l. 
At the death o f President Craxv - 
•fo rd in 1891, Mr. Eells was made the 
president o f the institu tio n, and 
he 
h a s held that po sitio n ev er since. By 
his co u rse as cashier o f the institu ­ 
tio ns, he has been v ery helpfu l 
in 
m a kin g them pro spero u s 
and the 
City Natio nal is o ne o f the leading 
m o netary institu tio ns in this sectio n 
o f Illino is. 
His co nnectio n with it 
enhances the co nfidence o f the peo ple 
iti the institu tio n, fo r
